As a friend of his would say, the gen- 
tleman was entirely too “bumptious” 
and too “unsurptious’ for him 
(Laughter on the democratic side.) 
Two-thirds of the time that the gentle- 
man was in the house he did not seem 
to realize whether he was speaker or 
only simply a member. Toa stranger 
it would be an insoluble enigma to 
know which he was. The gentleman 
had quite unnecessarily lugged him 
(Knott) into this personal matter of 
his own. In the first place he had in- 
sinuated that from some unwortliy 
motive, he (Knott) as chairman of the 


judiciary committee had appointed
